OF UNKNOWN ORIGIN 


The milk <"epot of TV H Baer In 


Vine street was completely destroy- 
ed by fire "about midnight Saturday, 
entailing a loss of several thousand 
of dollars, part ot which is covered by 
; Insurance. 


The cause ot the blaza is unknown. 


It was discovered by some Baltimore 
J&. Ohio railroad employes who passed 
the structure on their way home Thej 
turned la an alarm and aroused Mr 
Baer who resides In West Washington 
avenue 
For approximately an hour 


the clt> firemen fought the flames be- 
fore they were finally extinguished 


Mr Beer's Iocs was increased lev- 


era! thousand dollars by the destruc- 
tion ot new pasteurizing machinery, 
which has been In us« not more than 
three months 
None of thia can be 


salvaged. Hundreds of empty bottles
